Oh the eve of the American presidential election, the 
jfodenls of McGIII >have already made . their : opinions 
known. The resulls-of 1he Daily poll conducted lost \^ednes. 

day, gave President Johnson victory over Senator Gold- 
water by a margin of 695 voles to 242, ^ 

Siirprisinelyi there were only 27 invalid ballots among the 
nearly one thousand cast. These included several write-In votes 
for Robert Keniiedy, as well as for Nii«ita Khru.shchev. George 
Lincoln Rockwell, Norman Thomas, Walter Jenkins, Bobhy Bak<;r 
and Billy Sol Estes. The teams of Nixon and Elsenhower, I'ro- 
fiimo and Kcelcr, Kennedy and Keating, •Humphrey and Miller, 
as well as Clifton Ogbcrry and Edward Shaw, also received some 
support. ^Kv- f t^,. 

The split al McGlii?7i% for the Johnson-Humphrey ticket 
and 26% Gold water-Miller, compares with similar polls taken 
at American colleges. Sample percentages are : Yale, 70% 
Johnson — 20% Goldwatcr — ,10% undecided; Tulane, 57% 
Johnson —43% Goldwatcr; University of Illinois, 65% Johnson 
— ■35%' Goldwatcr;' Harvard, 85% Johnson — 15% Goldwatcr;' 
and Radcliffc, 05% Johnson — 5% Goldwatcr. 

Interestingly enough, of the 104 ballots cast by students 
identifying themselves as American, Johnson recciml 57 voles, 
only 10 more than his opponent. 

Of those voting Jolinson llumphrey, 202 checked off all 
three listed factors (Foreigti policy. Domestic policy, and Per- 
sonalities) as influencing their decision. 01 of the Goldwntur- 
Mlllcr supporters did likewise, making the proportion about 
equal. 

Those checking of only policies — and ignoring personal- 
ities — nnmlicred 380 among Democratic supporters, but only 
90 among Goldwatcrltes. Significantly, of those admitting pers- 
onality as a factor, Iniiheir.'.dccislon, a full 59 cast votes for 
Goldwatcr, compared ''Wlth'^Tf for Johnson. Among .those for 
whom It was the déciditîg factor Goldwatcr dutscorcd Johnson 
21-13. Of. the 57 Americans voting Johnson not one mentioned 
personality as an influehce'on hit choice. . . ^ 

Perhaps the most common comment appearing on ballots 
was lite idea that "Johnson Is the lesser of two inadéquates". 
One Johnson supporter added "I hate his guts!" to his ballot, 
but did riot specify which candidate he meant. 

Voters from l>oth sides scored the "smear tactics" of the 
other's campaign, many supported Johnson for his continuation 
of Kennedy's policies, and Barry lost votes because" "Goldwiitcr 
is an extremist... a fascist... a dangerous lunatic... a phinque". 

A few mentioned, as a factor in their voting against Gold- 
water, "Miller" or even "Goldwater". Some voted against John, 
son. because of the recent scries of White House scandals, 
claiming "LBJ is a crook... immoral... has no integrity" or 
criticizing his., "close association with shady characters". One 
student claimed "Insanity" as his reason for voting John.son,' 
. and another explained, ."He drives a Ford product."

Well, here we go again! The second 
installment of what could be called (but 
not without a smirk) the Great Flag Debate.- 
After all, what else is there for an M.P. to 
do nowadays? Apparently their self-inflicted 
■pay hike (all but Mr. Diefenbaker who 
; continues. to,. live on a stipend more com- 
; mensurate with his efforts on our behalf) 
is considerisid to be justified by fheir un- 
precedented 180 days' deliberation of the 
Nation's Business. 

Elsewhere in this paper, it is reported 
that M.P. John Turner states there has been 
a full 76 days "of equivocation". We suspect 
Mr. Turner of indulging in litotes (to wit, 
deliberate understatement, having humour- 
• ous intent). 

There is a backlog of no fewer then ' 
fifteen bills which con lay claim to some 
degree of urgency: the bill providing for 
• the re-distribution of electoral districts; the 



pension plan; the bill implementing the 
report on Canadian publications; a' labour 
code bill; and so on. This does not even 
include the legislation regardirig the amend- 
ment procedure for the Canadian constitu* 
tion, nor the legislation implementing the 
Quebec-Ottawa agreement on contracting 
■"out of shared cost programmes. 

So, with this as the backdrop, up goes 
the curtain on Act II of the political farce 
on Parliament Hill. The plot, however, has 
become more subtle and complicated: we 
had become used to goyernment by the 
Opposiiion; Mr. Baker, ever solicitous to 
preserve the two-party system, has added 
to government by the Opposition, opposi- 
tion by the Opposition. The crowning ab- 
surdity! 

Meanwhile, Mr, Pearson, understanding, 
diplomatic, gentle Mr. Pearson, seems to sit 
bemusedly by, watching John Diefenbaker" 
steer a course which will lead him no doubt 
to the Prime Ministership of a country which 
will have ceased to,exist.-lt is doubtfiil that 



he will notice anything except that his 
fiercest ambition has been realized. 

It is unfair, of course, to imply that the 
M.P.s do nothing but fan themselves with 
rhetoric on the Flag Issue. For that would be 
to ignore the insult they add to their injury. 
No, there is also the horrendous scandal of 
the C.B.C., which now and then commits 
the grievous insult of treating Canadians 
as though they were more intelligent and 
discriminating than their duly elected re- 
presentatives. The pretext now is "This Hour 
has Seven Days"; similar pretexts have pre- 
ceded and, hopefully, others will follow it. 
in the meantime, we have to swallow the 
tiresome, conventional, and wordy diatribes 
of the Honorable Members; it Is an indignity 
which neither we, nor the C.B.C. for that 
matter, should be made to suffer. 

With the waffling that passes for leader- 
ship in Ottawa, it is no accident that the 
proyincial governments are re-asserting 
themselves;''' Almost any provincial Premier 
compares very favourably with the men 
guiding (ho!) our notional fortunes. And, if 
the present pitiable spectacle which passes 
for Parliament continues much longer, it will 
not be long before our more capable and 
intelligent men run for the provincial legisla- 
tures or, more likely, sneer at the whole idea 
of campaigning furiously for the opportunity 
to snooze behind a Commons desk. 

To sum up, the sight of our southern 
neighbours trooping to the polls today to 
choose a Chief Executive and Legislature 
cannot but help set Canadians thinking a 
trifle bitterly of the sad spectacle which is 
our 26th Parliament, the longest, slowest, 
and dullest in history. 



The Case for CUS 

The ollernalives, we hove said many times, seem to be ihree - participolion in UGEQ, 
participation in CUS, or participation in o Union of English speaking Students of Quebec fUESSQ). 
If these actually are the sole choices open to us, then I think there is only one answer - we can- 



not afford to leave CUS. 

To turn our backs on an em- 
bryonic UGEQ would indeed be 
unfortunate. To turn our backs 
on an cstablisbed CUS, built up 
over the years by means of our 
money and our efforts, with in- 
fluence in Canada and unparal- 
leled esteem abroad, wiUi a mal- 
. litudc of already operative ser- 
. vices, would be nothing less 
than tragic. , 

-The ottter side of the argu- 
ment is thai the organization 
desperately needs us. If we 
leave, CUS will have lost its last 
window in Frencli Canada. This 
< might even lead to the with- 
^drawal of UBC, for problems of 
isolationism are not restricted 
to Quebec. This would be the 
absolute end of any claim to 
national rcprescntivity. 

If we stay, wc can expect to 
be the important pivot in future 
relations between CUS and 
UGEQ. That role would be serv- 
ed much more effectively in 
CUS than in UGEQ, and would 
be impossible in UESSQ. 
In answer to th6 complaint 
" that wc got no service for our 
contribution to CUS, I. must say 
that this is only partly true. In 
large part, these complaints 
stem from ignorance. And in- 
sofair . as they are true, the 
blame must be laid squarely on 
our own shoulders. 

Every student who earns more 
than $1000 per year saves him- 
self a couple of hundred dollars 
on income tax concessions 
brought about through Uie ef- 
forts of CUS. He is amply re- 
imbursed for his CO cent CUS 
fee. Thirty-five such students 
save as much each year as, 



McGill's entire CUS expendi- 
tures — $7000. 

Every student who particip- 
ates in a well organized Student 
Discount Service can save him- - 
self at least lO cents on every

dollar he spends. His CUS fee 
is again amply reimbursed. 

For those ' travelling to and 
in Europe, membership in CUS 
is again a real economic asset. 
McGill will be handling its own 
flight ^o . Europe . this year, but 
if. the!{cbndiUon»oiàtinilng' of 
the McGmfflighi|a^ot con- 
venieiitrorie''jeanltravei:'on any 
one of ' around' a ' dozen CUS 
flights l: to -Europe which cost 
$359 ro'iind trip — still a saving 
of $132 on the regular $491 
fare. CUS also arranges a Cen- 
tral European tour, and finds 
worlt for students in Germany, 
Holland, and France. 

This is particularly useful for 
students who do. not qualify for . 
AIESEC traineeships. CUS also 
supplies International Student 
Identity Cards which are good 
for, student reductions all over 
Europe. 

One complaint that is often 
heard is that CUS projects 
could and are being done by 
individual campus committees. 
This is certainly true of such 
CUS fostercd ideas as the Stu- 
dent Discount Service, the High 
School Visiting Program, and 
the Conference on Student Af- 



fairs. But this is not the point,' 
surely, the point is that these 
ideas originated on other cam- 
puses and were imported to 
McGill via CUS. which Is the 
only medium of communication 
between Canadian 'Universities. 
Even CUP, the- national student 
press service, wais set up by 
CUS.' • . 

So far I have been speaking . 
in terms of economics because 
these are the terms in which 
the bitterest criticisms of CUS 
arc framed. However, I think 
there is also room for discussion 
of whether or not we should 
expect cash receipts for our ex- 
penditures. • Certainly the con- 
cept of a national students or- 
ganization in which thought goes 
on at seminars and congresses 
on a national and international. ' 
scale is worth something In It- 
self. We should be willing to*"^ 
give a little to let students of 
small and Isolated colleges be- 
come more Involvedji^iln the 
mainstream of Canadian' student 
life. 

The value of such programs 
as Campus Canada, national se- 
minars, and interregional scho- 
larships (in which the tuition 
fees of a student studying under 
.the CUS plan in another region 
are paid by the Canada Council) 
should not be denied. Nor 
should we hesitate to recognize 
that such seminars, and Campus 
Canada too, add stature to Mc- 
Gill's reputation and would do 
so even more ■ with a greater 
effort from ourselves. 

The International affairs pro- 
gram, while yielding us no pec- 
uniary benefit whatever, is 



nonetheless most worthwhile, 
even vital, considering tht; 
nature of student politics in the 
modem world. When progres- 
sive student movements the 
world over are demanding aid 
and support from cither East or 
West, we cannot afford to opt 
out of the struggle. 

This brings me to the last 
point in my argument— that 
, many of our problems with 
CUS arc the result of the de- 
plorable situation in our CUS 
Committee at McGill which has 
prevailed over the last few 
years. For at least two years, 
the CUS Committee has consis- 
ted of (I believe) one person. 
In trying to gather a CUS Com- 
mittce, I found almost no in- 
terest .iii the . concept of . a ha- 



lional organization. It seems 
that McGill is not so cosmopo. 
litan as she" claims to be. 

I^gic demands, however, that 
since we contribute $7,000 a 
year wc immediately concentra- 
te our efforts on building up 
our position in CUS. Wc must 
take advantage of all their ser- 
vices, write articles for all 
their publications, offer as 
much advice to the National Se- 
cretariat as possible, and publi- 
cize their activities at McGill. 
Wc must especially support 
progressive outlook, such as the 
South African. boycott, thé Stu- 
dent Government Research Ser-: 
vice, and the OlUwa lobby for 
more foreign aid. We should 
take immediate- steps: to. scat

Turner said liio flag debate 
symbolizes the difficulty facing 
parliament. He said the duty of 
the opposition is to expose weak- 
nesses in government and pre- 
sent legitimate ideas for impro- 
vement — not to prevent adequate 
by incessant obstruction. 

He was addressing the McGill 
Liberal Club, of which he is ho- 
norary president, on the topic 
"Ottawa— Focus or Vacuum". 

"The committee appointed to 
choose an appropriate flag final- 
ly voted 10-4 in favour of the 
single maple-leaf design," Tur- 
ner said. "However, Mr. Dicfen- 
bakcr refuses to accept any 
verdict that is not virtually una- 
nymous. This is a new theory of 
constituticnal procedure in Ca- 
nada. Majority rule no longer 
means 51 c(, but rather 90 or 
95%." 

He said parliament is a forum 
where useful debate should be 
the rule. After public opinion 
has been discussed, a vote should 
be taken, and the country must 
unite around parliament's deci- 
sion. 

"It is not the facts behind the 
present which are causing the 
difficulties, but rather the refu- 
sal of the opposition to allow a 
parliamentary vote. If this nega- 
tive attitude continues, the go- 
vernment will be faced with 
three alternatives: to withdraw, 
thc; issue, to call an election, or 
to curtail the debate. It appears 
that the only choice will be to 
invoke closure in order to bring 
the matter to a vote." 

Turner also discussed the cur- 
rent .'trend: towards regionalism, 
whieh.resulted In the election of 
two successive minority govern- 
ments.

The war will come, and will catch u> unawares In our 
classrooms, in our labs and lecture-halls, busy over our books. 
Inevitably it will spare a few. Cold and shivering, for the 

attack cannot fail to come in winter when the enemy has made 
his harvest, these will stumble blindly into the shelter of the 
lower floor, through the ruin and the chaos, past the wrecked 
pillars and, crushed walls and down the crumbling stairs into 
the basement where they will gather.

one of fhe:c, taken into the bathroom, will be cleaned and filled 
with water after the edges are sealed with chewing gum, tope, 
lipstick, and such hostily-collecled' materials as are available, 
with a final coat of nail polish. At the same time, a few will 
^ grope through the tunnels to the Arts Building corridor, smash 
open the machines and begin to gather up sandwiches, large 
cans of milk and a supply of cups, cigarettes with which to daz- 
zle the otiiers, and a box of money. A special crew' will push, 
twist, drag and carry the soft-drink machine back to the waiting 
group; There* it will be set up in the corridor and a (erry-rlgged 
power cord spliced in to keep it going.- 

Meanwhile d .porly will hove made their way through the 
tunnel to the Library and. formed a chain to pass back books, 
beginning with the undergraduate shelves since they ore the 
nearest and most expendable (almost all these books being 
duplicated in the main collection.) In the center of the lower 
lobby of the Leacock Building, a fire will be started and the 
books slowly fed into it until it crackles with heat and throws 
flickering highlights back and forth across the watching faces, 
Ifghtlng their eyes with a kindly 'light, and driving back the 
darkness a little more. Over the fire, propped on empty lockers, 
the locker-pot will begin to boil; soup, coffee, hot chocolate, and 
tea will be individually prepared and distributed along with 
the cold dririks. Sandwiches will be èoùntéd and divided, and 
though each of us gets only a little, somehow It will be enough. 
Cigarettes will be rationed out two to a smoker, and slowly the 
feeling of a party will grow despite the ludicrous irony of the 
mood. A guitar, discovered in one of the lockers, will take up a 
simple tune; chorus by chorus everyone will be drawn in. 

And finally someone will wander through the corridors from 
the library, will turn into the light and, stand dazed at the 
edge of this scene, staring In disbelief, seeing- with owe what 
can hardly hove passed through his wildest imagination in the 
old normalcy. He will be seen in turn and welcomed, and asked 
to feel aKhome and to be a part of what is happening, for al- 
ready a community will have been established. 

And he will hide his sandwich.
